Some of our U S. visitors 
may wonder about tine differ¬ 
ences in Aruba's (and Hol¬ 
land's) governmental system 
from their awn, and tins time 
of change is a good time to 
point out the singularities that 
govern the installation of a 
new government The Direc¬ 
tor of the Cabinet of the Gov¬ 
ernor, Mr. M artij n Baelen, 
was kind enough to spend 


some time with THE MGETT¬ 
ING NEWS to explain how 
these changes are handled 
within a parliamentary system 
under constitutional monar¬ 
chy, of winch Arub a is a p art 
The island government emu¬ 
lates that of Holland, as well 
as observing certain traditions 
p articular to the island 

On the eve of elections, 
Aruba’s Prime Minister Mike 
Em an visited the governor 
for the formality of filing the 
resignation of the existing 
ministers. This is a cour¬ 
tesy m recognition of the 
democratic process and 
the possible pending 
changes wrought by the 
election Governor Refun- 
jol accepted them and 
“took them under advise¬ 
ment." An actual resigna¬ 
tion will he recognized 
once the new council of 
ministers has been formed 
The resignation of all min¬ 
isters will be accepted at that 
time, including those that will 
be re-appointed in the new 
government As a council of 
ministers operates under the 
approval and consent of the 
parliament, the government 
will receive its mandate from 
the newly elected parliament, 
hence ail ministers need to be 
appointed, even if they 
served before. This in con¬ 
trast to the US system, where 
the President has his own 
mandate under which the dif¬ 
ferent secretaries operate 
Aruba's constitution requires 
that at least seven but no 


more than mne ministers be 
appointed to office, including 
the prime minister. 

It is traditional an Aruba 
for the positions to b e filled by 
those elected to parliament, 
but it is not required. Holland 
has ministers who are ap¬ 
pointed for their expertise, as 
do es Curasao, and they may 
not even have run for office. 
Tlx. s is similar to the U.S. and 
the president selecting his 
cabinet but on Aruba, the PM 
traditionally selects members 
of their party elected to p carba¬ 
rn ent, nomination and ap¬ 
proval needs, according to the 
constitution, to take place in 
consultation with the 21-seat 
legislative body Tins proce¬ 
dure had more weight when 
Aruba had coalition govern¬ 
ments and ministers would be 
selected from more than one 
party. Since 2001, a single 
party has won the majority of 
seats, (MEPin2GDl and 2005, 
and then AVP in 2009 and this 
year) which gives them de 
facto control of parliamentary 
decisions. The prime ministers 
were inclined to submit mem¬ 
bers of their own parties far 
the positions, from among 
those who won seats. 

Now, protocol is that, after 
it is become clear who the 
candidates will be and the 
formation of the new council 
of ministers is finished, the 
Governor will present a list to 
the President of Parliament in 
a letter, who will respond and 
affirm their acceptance to of¬ 
fice The actual process of 
consultations by the governor 
with political leaders and im¬ 
portant. financial advisors is 
not formalized by law, but is 
a tradition that is respected 
and observed There is no ac¬ 
tual legislation that outlines 
the process of forming a new 
government. 

"Everyone accepts that the 


process of forming a new 
government must be led by 
someone who is independent 
and nonpartisan," observed 
Mr. Eoelen. "By definition, 
as the King's appointed rep¬ 
resentative, the governor is 
independent. This is derived 
from the position of the 
Dutch monarch, the inde¬ 
pendent entity that performs 
similar tasks in Holland." 1 

In the case of coalition 
governments as Aruba has ex¬ 
perienced in the past, where 


major parties won an equal 
number of seats and had to 
form a coalition with other 
parties, the governor might 
begin the process of appoint¬ 
ing ministers by first installing 
an informer, an individual to 
delve extensively into the 
qualifications of nominees 
and their suitability in regards 
to the existing political and fi¬ 
nancial needs of the island. 
The governor can still elect to 
do so, if deemed necessary.

When a clear maj onty in par¬ 
il ament is held by one party, 
which has been the case since 
20 D1, the formation of a new 
government is expedited. Un¬ 
like the U S., there is no 
lengthy process of investiga¬ 
llon hy congressional or sen¬ 
ate committees, and a new 
government can be formed 
and operating quickly; usu¬ 
ally within a month 

It had been suggested by 
Aruba's PM from 2001 to 
2003, Nelson Qdubei, the 
leader of the MEP political 
p arty, th at mini ster she vette d 
prior to appointment to of¬ 
fice. When AYP won the ma¬ 
jority in 2 DO9, it was not 
required by law, but Aruba's 
new Prime Minister Email in¬ 
sisted the process take place. 
A few weeks prior to this 
year's elections, regulations 
were proposed by the Cabinet 
of Ministers and signed by 
Governor Refund, demand¬ 


ing that each nominee far a 
ministerial pa sikon b e vetted, 
thus formalizing this process 
and making it mandatory for 
ever/ future formation 

This entails investigation 
by tax officials, Aruba's na¬ 
tional security agency and 
public prosecutor's office 
The mini sterial candidates 
will be required to declare 
their assets and whether they 
have interests or ties to any 
private enterprises, so as tD 
prevent legislative decisions 
winch may be prompted from 
vested interests This is not 
expected to take very long, 
depending on how quickly 
the candidates provide the re¬ 
quired information. 

The process of forming 
Aruba's government and ap¬ 
pointing the ministers who 
will administrate and direct 
the island over the next four 
years, officially began on 
M on cl ay m o rnin g, S eptemb er 
30, when Governor Refunjol 
met with Prime Minister 
Em an It continued through 
two days of consultations 
with the leaders of all six p ar¬ 
ties participating m the last 
election, progressing from 
those who won the most 
votes to those that earned the 
1 east. 

Yesterday, Governor Re¬ 
funjol sat with President of

"narco state 1 

1 would not be surprised 
if the DEA (US Drug En¬ 
forcement Administration) is 
behind this. We're investigat¬ 
ing to see if tins was done by 
the DEA through mafias," 
Maduro said in a speech. 

On September II, an Air 
France plane landed m Paris 
from Caracas with 1.2 tonnes 
of cocaine on hoard distrib¬ 
uted in 30 suit cases. The co¬ 
caine has an estimated street 
value of 1270 million 

French authorities dis¬ 
closed the find -- the largest 
cd caine seizure ever on 
French soil -- 10 days later, 
after no one came forward to 
claim the bags. 

Maduro, an elected leftist 
often charges the United 
States with trying to kill him 
and to destabilize his govern¬ 
ment, following in the steps 
of his predecessor, the 
staunch US opponent Hugo 
Chavez

Jury rejects Jackson lawsuit 
in wrongful death trial

LDS ANGELES (AFP) - A 
Cali form a jury on Wednesday 
dismissed a lawsuit brought 
by Michael Jackson's family 
seeking massive damages 
from tour promoter AEG Live 
aver Ins 20G3 death. 

The 12-person panel 
agreed that AEG Live hired 
Conrad Murray, but found 
that he was not unfit or in¬ 


competent for the job, which 
was one of the requirements 
for the Jackson lawsuit to suc¬ 
ceed. 

The jury had deliberated 
far three days after a five- 
mantii trial in which tire Jack- 
son family alleged that AEG 
Live negligently lured and su¬ 
pervised Murray 

The verdict to ok only min¬ 


utes So be read out at a Los 
Angeles courtroom, with an¬ 
swers only given to two out of 
the 16 questions on the jury 
verdict form. 

Jackson died an June 35, 
2DD9 from an overdose of the 
anesthetic propofol given by 
doctor Conrad Murray at his 
rented mansionm Los Angeles, 
where he was rehearsing for the 
shows at London's 02 Arena. 

Murray, a Grenada-bom 
cardiologist, was convicted of 
involuntary manslaughter in a 
criminal trial m 2011 for giv¬ 
ing the drug to the star — who 
suffered from chronic insom¬ 
nia — to help him sleep He 
was j ailed for four years 

In tiie civil trial, die singer's 
mother Katherine Jackson, S3, 
alleged that AEG Live negli¬ 
gently hired an inappropriate 
and incompetent doctor and 
missed a series of red Sags 
about the star's failing health 
m the run-up to lies death. 

The "Tins is It tour was 
Jackson's bid at a comeback 
four years after Ins infamous 
elm Id molestation trial. He 
was acquitted, but his image 
was destroyed, and he desper¬ 
ately needed to make money. 

Th e J ack sons wanted AEG 
Live to pay $35 million to 
each of the star’s three chil¬ 
dren for emotional loss, and 
an unspecified amount for 
economic losses, estimated at 
up to $1.6 billion. AEG's 
lawyers called the figures 
ridiculous 
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Washington paralysis 
sends dollar to 8- 
month low 



NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Washington's budget paraly¬ 
sis and worries it will lock up 
talks an increasing the US 
debt ceilmg sent the dollar to 
an eight-month low against 
the euro Wednesday 

The second day of a gov¬ 
ernment shutdown, because 
Democrats and Republicans 
have not agreed a budget for 
the fiscal year that began Oc¬ 
tober b continued to erode 
confidence in the greenback 
and other financial markets. 

At 2100 GMT, the euro 
traded at $1.3580, compared 
with $ 1 3527 late Tuesday 
The yen gamed, mean¬ 
while, despite concerns that a 
new sales tax hike, seen as 
crucial to shrinking Japan's 
debt, would derail a budding 
e c onomi c reco v ery. 

The dollar fell to 97.34 
yen from 97 94, while the 
euro dropped to 132 21 yen 
from 132.51. 

Most attention was fo¬ 
cused on the growing drift of 
Washington's budget stale¬ 
mate toward rolling into the 


crucial issue of raising the 
country's borrowing ceiling, 
necessary to caver a monthly 
budget deficit of about $6D 
billion. 

The Treasury and White 
House have warn ed that i f th e 
debt cap is not raised from 
the current $1-6.7 trillion by 
October 17, the country could 
be forced to default on its ob¬ 
ligations. 

But some congressional 
Republicans have threatened 
to black tire limit increase to 
extract p o hti c al c o ncessi o ns 
from the Whits House. 

President Barack Obama 
warned Wednesday that Wall 
Street 'should be concerned" 
about an impasse over the 
debt limit 

"When you have a situa¬ 
tion m which a faction is will¬ 
ing potentially to default on 
US government obligations, 
then we are in trouble. u 

The British pound rose to

Eight dead in 
Tennessee crash

A statement from the 
Tennessee Department of 
Safety said the bus carrying 
IS people veered into an op¬ 
posite lane and collided 
with an SUV and a tractor- 
trailer before overturning. 

A preliminary toll of fa¬ 
talities said six people trav¬ 
eling on the bus had died 
along with one person trav¬ 
eling m the SUV and one 


aboard the tractor-trailer, 
which burst into flames fol¬ 
lowing the collision, 

A further 14 people were 
injured, including four peo¬ 
ple who were airlifted from 
the crash site on Jefferson 
County's Interstate 40 free¬ 
way^ emi e s s e e D ep artm ent 
of Safety spokeswoman 
Daly a Quails said in a state¬ 
ment to AFP. 

Local media reports said 
the bus was owned by a

US thriller author Tom Clancy dead at 66 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
author Tom Clancy, whose 
spy and military thrillers be¬ 
came worldwide best-sellers 
and inspired a raft of Holly¬ 
wood hit films, has died, his 
New York publisher said 
Wednesday. He was 66. 

His more than 25 fiction 
and non-fiction books in¬ 
cluded Ins 1934 novel "The 
Hunt for Red October" as 
well as "Patriot Games" and 
"Clear and Present Danger." 

"He was a consummate 
author, creating the modern- 
day thriller, and was one of 
the mast visionary story¬ 
tellers of our time,' said Pen¬ 
guin Group executive David 
Shanks in a statement. 

"I will miss him dearly 
and he will be missed by tens 
of millions of readers world¬ 
wide/ added Shanks, who 
was involved in the publica¬ 



tion of all of Clancy's works. 

The Baltimore Sun news¬ 
paper said Clancy, a Mary¬ 
land native, died Tuesday 
"after a brief illness" at the 
city's Johns Hopkins hospital. 

Clancy, who is estimated 
to have sold more than 100

NAIF,0B1 (AFP) - Several 
bodies have been recovered 
flam the wreckage of Kenya's 
Westgat. email following a bru¬ 
tal attack by Islamist gunmen, 
police said Wednesday as 
sear dies continued far dues 
and more victims. 

As many as nine bodies 
have been retrieved from the 
charred rubble of the mall, 
same badly damaged in the in¬ 
tense fire that gutted part of the 
complex. 

“Some of the bodies are not 
recognisable and need DNA 
testing to get them properly 
identified, some are badly 
damaged," a senior police 
source said. 

It ws not immediately dear 
if the bodies recovered have al¬ 
ready been included in the of¬ 
ficial tall af d7 -- including fil 
civilians and six Kenyan 
troops -- or if they could be 
among the 39 people listed as 


missing by the Red Cross 

Somalia's Al-Qaeda linked 
Shebab claimed responsibility 
for last week's attack on the 
shopping mail. 

Pail of the loo flop parking 
of the mall collapsed after 
heavy explosions and a fierce 
fire, leaving the key area

-- The Department of Public 
Health (DESPA) notifies the 
community that it has begun 
its annual campaign "Sin cn- 
adero no tin sangura, an san- 
guraco tm dengue' : - 'With 
no breeding ground there is 
no mosquito - without mos¬ 
quitoes, there is no dengue 11 
It is very important NOT to 
give the Aedes aegypti mos¬ 
quito the chance to reproduce 
DESPAs focus is to inform 
islanders about Dengue, its 
effects, what to do if contract¬ 
ing dengue, but most impor¬ 
tantly, how to prevent dengue 
entirely. 

The best ways to prevent 
dengue is to inhibit the breed¬ 
ing of the mosquito that car¬ 
ries the disease Be very 
conscientious in disposing of 
empty bottles and other 
garbage in properly closed 
trash cans that will not collect 
water Empty containers 


strewn about can collect 
water, and the mosquitoes can 
lay their eggs in tiny amounts 
m bottle caps Dispose of 
water in saucers under plant 
pots, m wheel barrows, old 
appliances left in the open 
and other objects where rain¬ 
water can collect. Be particu¬ 
larly aware that Aedes aegypti 
breed in clean water, such as 
pet bowls, but will not breed 
m muddy puddles When 
throwing water away from a 
container wash the container 
afterwards with soap and dry 
it, as the slightest water left 
behind provides a breeding 
ground. Fountains and pools 
m the garden can be protected 
by adding koi to the water to 
consume any mosquito eggs. 

it is also important to place 
containers m a manner that it 
cannot be filled when it rams, 
and be aware of possible 
breeding grounds mside the 


house Change the water in 
vases with flowers or plant 
cuttings every other day. See 
if there is water in the tray 
under the refrigerator; if so 
clean it twice a week. Do a 
careful survey for objects in¬ 
side the house that contain 
water and remove them, or 
tlirDw r dispose of it regularly 
End clean the containers thor¬ 
oughly 

Dengue is a common viral 
infection spread by the mos¬ 
quito Aedes aegypti An in¬ 
fected human is bitten by a 
mosquito, the infected mos¬ 
quito then bites another 
human, and the cycle contin¬ 
ues The female mosquito has 
a lifespan of more or less 30 
days and lays her eggs (about 
100) on the sides of contain¬ 
ers with dean water Eggs 
hatch into larvae after a ram 
or flooding. A larva changes 
into a pup a in ab out a week 
and into a mosquito in tw r o 
days Eggs that have not 
hatched can survive 1 year 
without w r ater. That is why it 
is important to get rid of all 
eggs Once immersed in just 
a little hit of water they can 
hatch into adult Aedes aegypti 
mosquito es. 

The mosquito - which car¬ 
ries one of the 4 types of 
Dengue virus - transmits and 
causes Dengue fever 

Dengue infections are 
caused by four closely related 
viruses, which are called 


serotypes because each has 
different interactions with the 
antibodies in human blood 
serum. Initial contraction of 
the virus can cause high fever, 
headaches, aching joints and 
usually, a lot ofpain around 
the eyes, differentiating it 
horn typical flu symptoms. In 
milder cases it can simply 
mimic the influenza vims. 
Once contracted, a person has 
antibodies that prevent them 
from being infected by the 
same strain ever again How¬ 
ever, since there are four dif¬ 
ferent strains, a new strain 
can react catastrophically 
with antibodies present in a 
victim.

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US debt cap worries as 

government shutdown 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Fears were mounting Wednes¬ 
day that a fight over the gov¬ 
ernment's debt ceiling will 
overtake the budget battle that 
has paralyzed Washington, 
threatening to trigger an un¬ 
precedented (JS default 
Republican lawmakers, 
frustrated that they have not 
won any concessions from De¬ 
mocrats over health care re¬ 
form, have threatened tD roll 
the two issues together. 

That signalled not only that 
tiie government shutdown 
could run for two weeks, hut 
also that there could be a battle 
to the brink over the b Drrowing 
limit that would frighten 
global markets 
Showing the same concern, 
the US Treasury Secretary 
Jacob Lew warned again Tues¬ 
day that the government will 
run out of money by October 
17, placing it m a position of 
reneging on payments. 

With a monthly deficit of 
around $60 billion to address, 
Lew said in a letter to House 
Republi c an 1 eader J ohn 

Boehner that time is running 
out to raise the ceiling 
By October 17, he said, "we 
will be left to meet our coun¬ 
try's commitments at that time 
with only approximately $30 
billion "" 

"I f we h ave insuffi ci ent c ash 
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on hand, it would be impossi¬ 
ble for the United States of 
America to meet all ofits obli¬ 
gations for the first time in our 
Instory “ 

After first brushing off the 
shutdown as likely short-lived, 
analysts .and investors were 
distinctly more worried by 
Wednesday, with US stocks 
sinking ar ound CM percent in 
early trade. 

A prolonged shutdown 
could put a deep dentin eco¬ 
nomic growth, while a missed 
payment -- especially a debt 
payment - would rock global 
markets, and possibly send US 
interest rates higher 

"Tire mere fact that raising 
the debt ceiling is being de¬ 
bated will have a detrimental 
effect on equity and b ond mar¬ 
kets through the uncertainty 
and risk such a debate creates," 
said an analysts' note from IHS 
Global Insight 

"A delayed debt payment 
will have a notable impact on 
bond yields and u r ould trigger 
a credit downgrade, harming 
economic growth." 

The shutdown came after 
President Barack Obama re¬ 
jected moves to tie approval of 
government funding for the 
2014 fiscal year, which began 
October 1, to their effort to kill 
Ob ama's health reforms. 

House Republicans' insis¬ 
tence on linking the two meant 
no budget bill could pass the 
Congress, forcing the White 
House to shut down large parts 
of the federal government for 
lack of funds 

But then high risk, high pro¬ 
file effort reaped the Republi¬ 
cans no tiling but public 
opprobrium, leaving them to 
turn to the debt ceiling to 
leverage some face-saving 
concessions from the Wlnte 
House

Yet, he said, neither Repub¬ 
lican nor Democratic leaders 
want to test what happens if 
the country is forced to miss 
payments. 

"The debt ceiling is the ac¬ 
tion-forcing event,"he said. "I 
continue to believe that no¬ 
body w r ants to go through that 
deadline " 

Yet many analysts fear sheer 
stubbornness ora "political ac¬ 


cident" such as a mis commu¬ 
nication or a misunderstanding 
could prevent a timely deal. 

Bn an Rehling, a bond mar¬ 
ket specialist at Wells Fargo 
Advisors, said a US default 
even if momentary, "would 
likely have far-reaching impli¬ 
cations." 

“Far the b ond market an ac¬ 
tual default even if only tem¬ 
porary or technical is 
unthinkable and considered in¬ 
conceivable," he said. 

He acknowledged that be¬ 
cause of the greenb ack's lead¬ 
ing reserve role in the global 
economy, markets might not 
have much choice but to con¬ 
tinue buying dcllar-backed US 
debt. 


But he added: "We do not 
think politicians -- Democrat 
or Republican — would be 
willing to find out" 

Meanwhile US stocks fell 
as the reality of tire govern¬ 
ment shutdown depressed 
markets and raised concerns 
about the possibility of a US 
debt default due to political 
gridlock.

Bolivia police seize 
$1 million In drug 
loot tossed from 


plane 

LA PAZ (AFP) - Suspected 
drug traffickers tossed a bag 
containing more than a million 
dollars from a low-flying air¬ 
plane, but the loot missed its 
mark and was seized by pa¬ 
ll ce, officials said Wednesday. 

"Awhite bag containing, it 
later became evident, 2d bun¬ 
dles of cash was thrown from 
the aircraft 1 Tuesday as it 
made a low pass over a clan¬ 
destine airstrip m Bolivia's 
Santa Cruz province, die Inte¬ 
rior Ministry said m a state¬ 
ment. 

Anti-drug police raided the 
airstrip, seizing the money 
along with an automatic rifle 


and other weapons, cell 
phones and two vehicles. 

Police said the money all in 
US currency was in denomi¬ 
nations of from $2D dollars to 
Si, 000, and probably was pro¬ 
ceeds from drug trafficking. 

Police believe that it was 
delivered from Paraguay be¬ 
cause it was wrapped with a 
seal from an unidentified bank 
in that country. 

Bolivia is a drug trafficking 
hub m Latin America and is 
now the world's third biggest 
manufacturer of cocaine, after 
Peru and Colombia.

MADRID (AFP) - Hundreds 
of small earthquakes which 
have rattled Spain's eastern 
coast were blamed Wednesday 
by green groups and geologists 
ana large offshore gas storage 
plant that started operating in 
June. 

More than 300 earthquakes 
have struck the Gulf of Valen¬ 
cia, a zone not normally known 
for seismic activity, over the 
past month, according to 
Spam's National Geographic 
Institute. 

The strongest, a4.2 magni¬ 
tude earthquake, hit in the early 
hours of Tuesday, it did not 
cause any damage but fright¬ 
ened residents. 

Inmaculada Ramirez, a shop 
owner in the coastal town of 
Vinaros which faces the off¬ 
shore gas storage plant, said 
she was woken up by the earth¬ 
quake. 

"The windows shook as if' a 
train was flying overhead or a 
very long train was passing 
by," the 55-year-old told AFP 
by telephone 

Ten earthquakes with a mag¬ 
nitude between 1 4 and 2 9 
were registered on Wednesday. 

Hie wave of earthquakes 
prompted the government to 
halt an injection or gas into a 
giant offshore storage plant on 
September Id m the Gulf of 
Valencia, while scientists study 
whether they triggered the 
tremors 

Hie Castor storage plant aims 


to store gas m a depleted oil 
reservoir 1 7 kilometres (1.05 
miles) under the Mediterranean 
Sea and send it via a pipeline to 
Spam's national grid 
Hie plant, owned and oper¬ 
ated by Spanish firm Escal 
UGS, can hold up to 1 3 billion 
cubic metres of gas, enough to 
meet the needs for the region of 
Valencia for three months 
About 100 milli on cubi c me¬ 
tre s were injected into the 
plant, which opened m June, 
before tire government sus¬ 
pended its activity. 

His government argues 
dr ere is no confirmed link be¬ 


tween tire earthquakes and the 
work on the plant, but environ¬ 
mentalists strongly disagree 

Hie plant is located near a 
fault line but the region has 
very little seismic activity, ac¬ 
cording to tire president of 
Spain's College of Geologists, 
Luis Suarez. 

Three other underground gas 
storage plants exists in Spam - 
- nr Huesca at the foot of the 
Pyrenees Mountains, m 
Guadalajara m die centre and 
m Bermeo in the northern 
Basque Country. No seismic 
activity has been recorded near 
those plants
